land being ſo treated, has frequently been done, and 
1 believe, would have been done. 

] ſpeak not to prompt any private Man's Perſecu- 
tion, my Dehgn 1s not to puniſh Perſons, but to 
prevent the Prafice. But with all humble Deference 
to the Parliament of Britain now fitting, and whoſe 
Care and Concern theChurch of Scotland 1s, and ought 
to be, equally with the Church of England, I crave 
their Leave to ask this (Queſtion.

Union made more and more effectual,.as has been fre- 
q ently propos d to be done in our Britih Parliament ? -

off from the Necks of her Brethren, and caft it away 
as too unchriftian, too near a Kin to Perſecution, and 
toomuch a proftituting the Sacred to the Prophane, -.. 
to conſiſt either with her Reputation, her Intereſt, or - 
her Principles. |
